On 
the 5th instant the pop became so enraged on 
hearing that a capitulation had been made, that 
they overturned the carriages of King Charles 
Albert's suite, constituted him a nominal prisoner 
in the palace where he resided, and compelled him 
to promise to break off the agreement and give 
battle to the Austrians, The violence of the crowd 
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was great, and the most insulting language was used 
towards the King. At three o’clock in the morn- 
ing of the 6th the mob who filled the Contrada 
were so frightened by the discharge of artillery, 
charged with blank cartridge only, that they fled 
from the square, and everything being prepared the 
King left the palace in safety on the road towards 
Turin, The Archbishop of Milan and the new 
Podesta went out to Field-Marshal Radetzky, and 
the latter, 
of the staff of the Piedmontese army, and General 
Hess, quartermaster - general of the Austrians, 
agreed on the terms of a convention, providing for 
the departure of the Sardinian troops and the capi- 
tulation of the city. 

Several shots were fired at the King at the mo- 
ment of his departure; and, though he and the 
Duke of Genoa escaped, some of the suite were 
wounded, This is asad dénouement to events which 
began so auspiciously; but it must be confessed 
that the conduct of Charles Albert has been, to say 
the least of it, most extraordinary, in compromising 
the city and then abandoning it: 

On the occupation of the city by the Austrians 
on the 6th, the windows of the Corso were not, as 
usual, crowded, and the long array of artillery, 
dragoons, hussars, lancers, and infantry defiled 
through it in the most solemn silence, At an early 
hour the principal gates were occupied, but it was 
not till late in the afternoon that the whole army 
made its triumphant entry, The troops were in the 
finest condition; the uniforms were varied and 
splendid, and their appearance, almost fit for parade, 
presented 4 striking contrast to the soiled dress 
and fatigued looks of the brave but defeated Pied- 
montese, * who during the night and at an early hour 
had taken their departure, The peace of the city 
was preserved, and the palaces of the nobility pro- 
tected from further illage, by detachments of the 
National Guard, who, by order of the Podesta, 
appeared in uniform for that purpose, The damage 
done by the mob was inconsiderable, saye in the 
palaces of the Dukes of Litta and Visconti, 

The shops, cafés, and hotels of Milan were open 
as usual, and business resumed its customary 
course, but the principal eustomers are the Aus- 
trian officers, as the great majority of the citizens 
have deserted theiy homes, 

The nobility and gentry had gone ; a vast maj ority 
of the populace had fled; the shopkeepers were 
about to follow, leaving the care of their affairs to 
their wives and daughters,

Talking of the cathedral, the 14th, the first day of 
the festival, was ushered in by the ringing of all the 
church bells, amidst which the deep-toned ones of the 
venerable cathedral were easily distinguishable, About 
nine o’clock the Vicar of the reoines accompanied by 
General Von Rauch (whe has been appointed by the 
King of Prussia to wait on his Imperial Highness 
during his stay in Cologne), and the present architect 
of the cathedral, Herr Zwirner, inspected the entire 
edifice, and frequent] expressed his satisfaction with 
the new portions, he archduke also visited the 
Town-hall (Rathhaus), where are eollections of draw- 
ings and copper engravings, a well-assorted library, 
and handsome Gobelins, Over the marble porch are 
a number of bas-reliefs, containing inscriptions in 
honour of Julius Cwsar, Augustus, Agrippa, Constan- 
tine, and the German Emperor Maximilian, the founder 
of the Imperial Chamber and Aulic Council, 

Then came the grand and imposing procession from 
the new market to the cathedral, The Bishops of Erme- 
land, Hildesheim, Mayence, Munster, snaburgh, 
Ruremonde, Spires, and Treves, and the Arehbishop 
of Cologne, all in pontificalihus, and attended by a 
numerous body of clergymen, were there, An im- 
mense crowd was assembled {n the streets in the line 
of procession, and the windows of the houses (all of 
which were gaily bedecked with banners, flowers, or 
branches of trees) were filled with ladies, The 
greatest order and decorum prevailed.

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APPREHENSION OF Cuarrist Leapers.— 
On Wednesday afternoon a fay of. eleven Chartist 
delegates were apprehended by the police in a publie- 
house, called the Orange Tree, Orange-street, off 
Holborn, At the houses of several a quantity of 

owder, ball-cartridge, tow, and fire-balls, to be used, 
t is supposed, for incendiary purposes, was also seized, 
Later in the evening twelve men, armed with pikes, 
daggers, and old swords, were arrested at the Angel 
public-house, Blackfriars-road. From information 
received through an authentic source, as well as from 
close personal observation, were obtained the follow- 
ing particulars, which may be relied on as being per- 
fectly free from exaggeration :—It appears that on 
private information received by the Government a 
strong body of the P division of police were 
ordered to assemble at the rendezous in Tower- 
street. The men were armed with cutlasses, and 
were joined by about 160 constables and sergeants 
of the L division. ‘The men belonging to ‘the M 
section were also on duty at the Stones-end station, 
under the direction of Mr. Superintendent Evans. 
At half-past nine o’clock, on a given signal, Mr. 
Superintendent Rutt, and Inspectors Carter, Evans, 
Arnold, and Rogers, with nearly 800 men, marched 
off to the Angel Tavern, in Webber-street, kept by 
Mr. Smith. Mr. Rutt, with a pair of loaded pistols, 
and a cutlass at his side, entered the building, accom- 
panied by a strong body of constables. At the same 
time upwards of a hundred officers were drawn up in 
front of the premises, all under arms, The moment 
the police.entered the taproom, or parlour, a general 
,movement took place on the part of the persons there 
"hesembled, when Mr. Rutt cried out, ‘If any man 
offers the least resistance, I will run him through!” 


at the same time showing his drawn cutlass. This 
had the desired effect, and little or no resistauce was 
offered. The police then in a body laid hold of 
fourteen men who were in the room, and conveyed 
them under a strong guard to Tower-street, where, 
upon being searched, pistols loaded up to the muzzle, 
pikes, three-edged daggers, spear-heads, and swords 
were found, some upon the persons of the prisoners, 
and others secreted under the seats on which they had 
been sitting. Some were armed with iron  breast- 
plates, and under one man no less than seventy-five 
rounds of ball-cartridge were found. These, of course, 
were taken possession of by Mr. Rutt, and safely 
lodged at Tower-street station, where also are deposited 
the pikes and other implements taken from the mob. 
Again, at one o’clock a.m., Mr. Superintendent Rutt 
and Inspector Russell, from private information which 
they received, proceeded to Blue Anchor-yard, York- 
Street, Westminster, where it was stated a gang of 
armed Chartists were waiting to march out and join 
the other parties, in the event of a procession being 
formed. On entering the house a well-known leader 
and a large pike were taken. The seizure, it appears, 
was made before any other parties had time to reach 
the house. A strong body of men were, however, 
posted, waiting in the neighbourhood, ready to 
pounce upon any suspicious 
seen making their way to the place. The whole of the 
metropolitan and city police not on duty in the streets 
Were in reserve at the several station-houses underarms, 
and ready to march off to any part in case their ser+ 
Vices should be required. Upon the police proceeding 
to the house of Samuel Morgan, one of the men taken, 
they found the leg of a chair loaded with lead and a 
number of nails driven in at the extremity. It was 
about the length of a policeman’s truncheon, and so 
heavily laden that aviolent blow on the head with it 
must have caused instantaneous death. Swords and 
weapons of various kinds have been found at the resi- 
dences of other prisoners. Mr. Inspector Carter and 
several constables next proceeded in a body to 
search the abodes of the other persons captured. The 
whole of the military quartered at Buckingham Pa- 
lave, the Tower, Mint, Bank of England, and the 
various barracks are under arms, and a continuous 
communication is being kept up between the metro- 
politan and city police, as well as with the military 
and other official bodies, From what has already 
transpired, it is supposed that the Chartists and Con- 
federate clubs intended to march out well armed, as 
they did some weeks back, and attack such buildings 
as might be pointed out to them. Shortly after the 
capture was made in Webber-street a meeting was 
attempted to be held at the South London Chartist- 
hall, in the same street, when one of the leaders hastened 
into the building, and advised them for God’s sake to 
disperse, as their lives were in danger. In an instant 
a general rush took place for the street, and one man 
in leaping from a side-window severely injured him- 
self, and, itis rumoured, broke one of his legs. At 
half-past one o’clock on Thursday morning everything 
was perfectly quiet, but the police are still in reserve. 


UNMANLY anp CrueL Hoax.—The neigh- 
bourhood of Sy dney-street, Brompton, was on Satur- 
day last the scene of an extraordinary and continued 
excitement. Atten o’clock in the morning the inmates 
of the house No. 42 in that street were molested by a 
succession of applicants for a clerk’s situation, which 
had been advertised in the Times newspaper in terms 
likely to secure a vast influx of candidates. As time 
advanced the numbers increased; two crowds of dis- 
appointed applicants were soon collected, one near the 
house, the other at the upper end of the street leading 
into Fulham-road; and the inconvenience became SO 
great as to induce the occupant of No, 42 to seek the 
assistance and advice of the police. Six waggon loads 
of coals had also been ordered in by the same malicious 
party, and a heap of letters, more than would fill a 
policeman’s hat, were delivered by the letter-carriers, 
From these it appeared that, besides the advertisement 
for clerks, another for housekeepers had been inserted, 
the clerks being appointed to call between ten and 
twelve o’clock, and again between four and seven 
o'clock in the evening, the intervening hours from 
two to four o’clock being sect apart for the house- 
keepers, Accordingly, soon after twelve o'clock the 
different omnibuses along the Fulham-road began to 
set down a number of women of different ages and 
classes, some of an inferior appearance, but very many 
respectably-dressed women, and not a few in widow’s 
weeds.

‘The Chartists had taken possession of the 
road, and this messenger was obliged to return. Another 
qwas sent off, who, by a circuitous route, succeeded in 
reaching the barracks, In the meantime the church 
bells were set ringing, and the specials summoned, who, 
with the police force, at once went forth, When it was 
found that the Chartists had cut off all communication 
with the barracks the authorities were compelled to 
use every means to spread the alarm and arouse the 
inhabitants. ‘The police, with some mounted special 
constables, at length succeeded in driving off the mob, 
and in capturing two of their number. A pike twelve 
inches long in the blade, and sharpened, was found in 
the road. When the soldiers arrived at the Town-hall 
it was determined to make a diligent search for arms. 
A man, who gave his name as William Healey, of 
Newton Moor, was found, having in his possession a 
loaded pistol, slugs, a Chartist manual, shot-bag, pike- 
head, wadding-purse, a slater’s pick sharpened, a knife, 
and tamrod. Another man, named William Penny, 
had gun-caps in his possession, and several others 
were seized, all of whom had something of the same 
kind about them. In a garden near Dukenfield a con- 
siderable quantity of ball cartridges was found, and 
under the door of the Talbot had been thrust a sharp- 
ened sword and a pikehead. It is ascertained that 
a man, named James Shawcross, was shot through 
the legs by the mob, and that a poor man whom they 
met in the street, and supposed to bea policeman in 
disguise, because his mouth was covered with a hand- 
kerchief, was pierced through the thigh with a pike. 
Mr, Aspland, surgeon, of Dukenfield, was standing at 
his window about two o’clock, when a shot was fired 
at him which passed through his window. The bullet 
has since been found. On Tuesday a number of pikes, 
which had been found in a field near Dukenfield, were 
brought to the Town-hall by the police. The mob 
succeeded in drawing the plugs from several mills.

AccipENT To A Boy.—As a hackney-coach 
was passing along Leven-street, Edinburgh, a boy 
about six years old, of the name of M‘Murray, climbed 
upon the back of the carriage, when he unfortunately 
missed his hold, and his head became entangled 
between the body of the coach and the wheels, which 
struck him as they revolved. ‘The coach was soon 
stopped by some persons in the street, and the child 
rescued from his dangerous position, when it was 
found that the injuries he had sustained were of so 
serious a character that life is despaired of. 

A GENTLEMAN Capet Drownep. -— On 
Monday Mr. C, J. Carttar, coroner for West Kent, 
held an inquisition at the Gun Inn, Woolwich, on the 
body of Mr. Charles Frederick Birch, a gentleman 
cadet, aged nineteen years, who was accidentally 
drowned whilst bathing in the canal in the Royal 
Arsenal. It appeared from the evidence of Mr. Henry 
Heberden, another gentleman cadet belonging to the 
Practical Class of the Royal Military Academy, that 
about half-past four o’clock on Saturday he accompa- 
nied the deceased to the canal in the Royal Arsenal to 
bathe, It was against orders, though witness and 
deceased were not at that time aware of the order, The 
order is that no one shall go to bathe except in the 
company of a sergeant. The deceased stripped first 
and went into the water. He could swim a little, 
about twenty-five yards. Witness was undressing 
when he heard a gurgling noise, and saw the deceased 
sink under the water. Witness, who was partially 
undressed, rushed into the water, and deceased either 
caught hold of him or knocked him; but he again 
sank, and the body was not recovered till three-quarters 
of an hour afterwards. Evidence was given to show 
that about a quarter of an hour elapsed before any 
assistance arrived, and that a surgeon was on the spot 
before the body was recovered, and every means used 
to resuscitate him, butin vain. The jury returned a 
verdict of ‘‘ Accidental death,’’ and the coroner desired 
Mr. Heberden to inform the authorities of the academy 
that the order relative to bathing ought to be imme- 
diately read out to the cadets.

0 conjecture was in the first instance formed as to 
how or by whom the unfortunate woman had come b 
the maltreatment to which she had been subjected, 
until it was recollected by a neighbouring farmer that 
a young man with a fustian coat and trousers had been 
seen speaking to her an hour or two before she was 
found. In three or four hours after the woman was 
found a young man, seemingly about twenty years of 
age, called, without a coat, at the rectory of the Rev. 
Mr. Haddo, of Everleigh, some few miles distant from 
where the female was found. He represented himself 
as being in want, and asked relief. The reverend gen- 
tleman refused to give him anything, observing that 
he was a young athletic man, and ouiphe to earn a live- 
lihood by working instead of begging. No sooner had 
Mr. Haddo made this remark than the ruffian, putting 
his hands into his pockets, pulled out several stones, 
and with one of them hit the reverend gentleman on 
the arm. The reverend gentleman, with great pre- 
sence of mind, slammed the door in his face just as he 
was in the act of throwing another large stone at him 
and which, had it struck him, might have been attended 
with serious consequences. Eventually the assailant 
of Mr. Haddo was taken into custody by some persons 
who witnessed the assault, and on being brought be- 
fore the magistrate, so far from denying the ferocious 
attack, he expressed his regret that he had not suc- 
ceeded in murdering the reverend gentleman, adding 
that he had already murdered one person that day, of 
which they would afterwards hear. He was committed 
to prison for the assault on the reverend gentleman, 
and soon afterwards the idea occurred to the magis- 
trate that he might be the person who had committed 
the attack on the dying woman. ‘The coat which was 
found near the body of the woman was ascertained to 
belong to the prisoner It was made of the same 
material as his trousers. It is right to add that, with- 
out saying whether it was his or not, he at once put it 
on and has since wornit. The prisoner gave his name 
as James Smith, and represents himself as a moulder 
by trade, but his statement is not credited. He is a 

erfect stranger in the neighbourhood, no one ever 
having seen him before. Nothing has transpired 
which could lead to a conjecture as to the motives by 
which he was influenced in murdering the unfortunate 
female. He was on Saturday afternoon committed to 
Devizes prison. 

Tue Murper at THE Brirannia Ral.- 
WAY-BRIDGE,—BanGor, August 11.—The excitement 
consequent on the discovery of the brutal murder of a 
watchman named John Rowlands, at the works of the 
Britannia Railway-bridge over the Menai Straits, has 
considerably increased by the recapture of the supposed 
murderer, and the likelihood of his being committed 
for trial on the serious charge. It may be remembered 
that John Pritchard, who was also employed as a 
watchman on the works, stated that he saw three men 
attacking the deceased, but, from a fear of being assailed 
himself, he made no alarm. ‘This party was held in 
custody during the coroner’s inquiry, but, on a verdict 
of “ Wilful murder against some person or persons 
unknown” being returned, he was discharged. The 
affair, however, was left in so much mystery that the 
authorities determined on securing the services of two 
of the Liverpool detective officers, to assist Mr. Lands- 
borough, the superintendent of the town, and Rees 
Davies, in detecting the guilty parties. Circumstances 
soon transpired which warranted the recapture of John 
Pritchard, and the following were the additional facts 
adduced at his examination before the magistrates. It 
may be at once stated, however, that the * detectives,” 
with Rees Davies, whose knowledge of the Welsh

Arrocious Conpuct or AN _ ENGINE 
Driver oN THE Fast LANCASHIRE RAILWAY.— 
At the close of last week a shocking occurrence took 
place on the East Lancashire Railway works, at Tun- 
nel End, near Burnley. It appears that the driver 
and stoker of the “ Medusa”’ locomotive were takin 
some liquor at a neighbouring beer-shop, and had left 
the engine in charge of the cleaner, whose name is 
John Rhodes. When he was about to take the fire 
out of the grate, some persons in authority came down 
to the engine, and, wishing to go to the “ tip end” at 
Rose Grove, were taken thither by Rhodes. Shortly 
after Rhodes had left, the driver, named Samuel 


Whittle, came down to the works, and, finding the 
engine gone without him, he was very much vexed, 
and determined to place some obstacles on the rails to 
obstruct the engine on its return. He accordingly 
got three ‘‘ tail-boards” belonging to the dirt-waggons 
and placed them across the rails, and fastened them 
by driving ‘‘ iron picks’’ behind the boards into the 
steenace He then got four iron furnace-bars and 
placed them across the rails, and afterwards more 
‘« picks,’”’ to the number of eight, were stuck into the 
sleepers, with the shafts upwards! By this time the 
engine was returning ; and the cleaner, Rhodes, was 
sitting in front of the coal-box; the Rev. T. G. James, 
his brother, Mr. James of Liverpool, Mr. Donaldson, 
the engineer of the line, and another 
in the truck of the engine. Some person, having 
noticed the obstructions, “made a signal for Rhodes to 
shut off the steam and apply the brake ; but before he 
could do so the wheels came in contact with the “ tail- 
boards,” and Rhodes was thrown off upon the line. 
The engine, too, was at first thrown off the rail, but by 
some providential means, after having run a consider- 
able distance, again came upon them. All the gentle- 
men in the truck fortunately retained their hold, jand 
escaped unhurt; but Rhodes was ‘ doubled up” by 
the engine, and, ‘on being examined, was found to have 
his right arm almost taken off, and both thighs broken. 
George Smirthwaite, Esq., surgeon, of Burnley, was 
immediately sent for, and amputated the arm above 
the elbow. The fractured thighs were also reduced, 
and there are hopes that he may eventually recov er. 
Whittle was immediately taken into custody, and, after 
a hearing before the magistrates on Saturday, he was 
committed for trial. 
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TrraAL or Mr, Martin or THE “ FeLon.” 

The trial of Mr. John Martin, proprietor of the lately 
suppressed Felon newspaper, commenced on Monday, 
and excited remarkably little interest in the city. 
Several hours of the time of the court were wasted 
with the usual preliminary discussions. It was just 
two o'clock before the Attorney-General rose to state 
the case for the Crown. The day’s proceedings were 
commenced with the arraignment of Mr. Martin, who 
was charged with having published in the Felon news- 
paper certain articles of a felonious character, to de- 
prive the Queen of her style, honour, and title, &c., 
and levy war Sacral her Majesty.—Mr. Butt applied 
to the court to have the trial postponed for a day, on 
the ground that he was not yet quite prepared to defend 
him, owing to the statement made by the Attorney- 
General on Saturday, to the effect that he would put 
Mr. O'Doherty on his trial once more on this day. 
Another ground fur this postponement was to be found 
in the fact that a variety of new matter had been in- 
troduced into the indictments which did not appear in 
the original informations, being articles published in 
the Felon since the period of Mr, Martin’ 8 arrest. 
The Crown would not, he thought, be inconvenienced 
if the application was granted.—Baron Pennefather 
was of opinion that there was abundance of time for 
Mr. Butt to read over the new matter in the indict- 
ment before he would be called on to defend his client.— 
The jury panel was then read over by the clerk of the 
crown, each juror being called upon a penalty of £50, 
However, a considerable number Otters absented 
themselves, notwithstanding the largeftess of the fine. 
After a good deal of fencing a jury was sworn. ‘The 
Attorney- -General proceeded to state the case for the 
prosecution, which he said was very similar to the case 
of the “ Queen v, Doherty.”

A VaLorous Yourn.—We are glad (says 
the Glasgow Examiner) to observe that Mr. William 
Clark, son of our respected townsman, W. E. C, 
Clark, Esq., surgeon, has had the fortitude, at the 
risk of his own life, to rescue a companion from a 
watery grave.

When I 
came up the ship’s side, the captain squeezed my 
hand with convulsive energy, and said, ‘ Thank you, 
Clark, my boy, you deserve credit.’ ”’ 


Irish Emicrants to British Nortru 
AMERICA,—Among the papers recently introduced to 
Parliament relating to emigration to our colonies in 
North America, the most important is the annual 
report of Dr. Douglas, medical superintendent of the 
quarantine establishment at Grosse Isle, for 1847. It 
contains an intelligent and distinct account of the 
measures adopted to meet the awful mortality among 
the emigrants of that year. These were most honour- 
able, not only to the officers of the quarantine, but to 
the clergy, both Roman Catholic and Protestant, of 
the district. What, however, seems of the most 
practical importance to bring distinctly under the 
public notice is the deliberate opinion ‘and explicit 
declaration of Dr. Douglas that the mortality of 1847 

‘cannot be attributed either toa deficiency of food or 
overcrowding ;”’ and that ‘all the remedial measures 
that may be adopted will not prevent the occurrence 
of sickness and death to a fearful extent, so long as 
fever and destitution prevail in Ireland as it does now.”

A most extraordinary scene took place in the 
National Assembly at Frankfort on Monday last.

Brentano, a member from Baden, referred to the 
Prince of Prussia and M. Hecker, anda tremendous 
uproar immediately took place throughout the As- 
sembly—an uproar which, with other proceedings, will 
go far to bring about its ultimate disgrace. 


There has occurred an extraordinary death of 
a poor girl from fright. The deceased, Mary Ann 
Battey, aged eight years, was the daughter of a 
printer, residing in William-street, New Kent-road, 
She was in the enjoyment of excellent health, when 
her mother, taken with the pains of labour, was safely 
delivered of four children.

The deceased, who 
was a very affectionate child, hearing of her mother’s 
situation, became much alarmed and excited. Vomit- 
ing and diarrhoea subsequently came on, and she 
expired the same night. 

At the late meeting of the British Association, 
a paper read by the Rev. Mr. Exley, on the passage 
of electric currents through cireuits of wire, gave oc- 
casion to Dr. Faraday to state in_his felicitous manner 
the actual condition of knowledge respecting the 
nature of electricity.

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THE CHOLERA. 


Duty to our readers requires us to address a few

MEMOIR OF GENERAL TAYLOR, 


CANDIDATE FOR THE PRESIDENTSHIP OF THE 
UNITED STATES. 


Zachary Taylor was born in Orange county, Virginia, 
on the 24th of November, 1786, upon the soil which, in 
the words of John Randolph, is “ fertile in presidential 
candidates,”” While he was but a few months old, his 
father, Colonel Richard Taylor, who had distinguished 

imself in the war of the revolution, migrated with 
his family to Kentucky. He was one of the early 
pioneers. But ten years before, for the first time had 
the habitation of the white man been seen anywhere 
in the vast territory between the western boundary of 

irginia’ and the far distant Mississippi. With his 
rifle, even at the time of Colonel Taylor’s arrival, the 
enterprising settler was compelled to dispute with the 
Indian and the beasts of prey his title to the soil, 
There was a great deal of useful though rough disci- 
pline in the hardships ofa border life, The dangers to 
which the inhabitants were continually exposed gave 
them self-possession, areadiness for emergencies, and 
acontempt of peril, admirably adapted to success in 
important undertakings. Al]. the intellect was 
brought into play, sharpened, and fitted for action. 
It is a somewhat curious coincidence in the lives of 
Daniel Webster and Zachary T aylor—one the greatest 
Statesman, the other the greatest soldier, of the coun- 
try—that their earliest youth should have been passed 
under such similar circumstances, The log cabin in 
which Mr. Webster was born was on the remote. 
frontiers of New Hampshire. No smoke rose north of 
it this side of Montreal. His father, an officer, too, in 
the revolutionary army, cultivated, when not engaged « 
in the defence of his country, a small farm for his own 
and family’s subsistence. ife was obliged to carry to 
the field his rifle no less than ‘his hoe or scythe; for, 
till after the war of the revolution, the inhabitants of 
the frontiers towards Canada were often exposed to 
the predatory and murderous excursions of the Indian. 
For both .of the now eminent men we speak of 
this school, severe as it was, afforded no ordinary 
instruction, They strove the harder against cireum- 
stances seemingly adverse. They grew up superior— 
the one in arms, the other in council. And such was 
the early training of either, such the character and 
discipline of their mind and the nature of their pur- 
suits, that their destinies might have been reversed by 
controlling circumstances; the soldier and statesman 
have changed parts, and become equally distinguished 
in relations the opposite of the present. The trophies 
of Wellington might have been Webster’s—the glory 
of Canning, Taylor’s. Both of these men, when young, 
were accustomed to hard manual labour—aiding their 
fathers in tilling the soil. This early exposure to the 
severity and vicissitudes of the weather, hardy habits, 
and homely fare, laid the foundation of constitutions, 
vigorous and even now uninjured at the age of sixty- 
two years. Both attended. school in the winter 
months, whenever a school, however distant, was 
accessible, and in summer worked on the farm. To 
young Taylor the adventures of the school-house some- 
what foreshadowed his future life. On one occasion an 
Indian, in the British uniform, was shot in its immediate 
vicinity. Anda schoolmate, or rather predecessor of his 
at school, gained a brilliant reputation among his asso- 
ciates from having started four Indians near the school- 
house,,and successively shot them all in a running 
fight. This person, Whetsel by name, became after. 
wards tutor in the art of war to Taylor—the Phenix 
of the American Achilles. His recitals and his ex- 
ample undoubtedly exercised a controlling influence 
upon young Taylor’s ductile disposition, and made

THE CHOLERA. 
The fllanin ng instructions concerning the cholera 
were addressed to the country people of Russia by 
authority of the Government, aad are worthy ot 


attention here ;-— : 

‘It has been remarked that just before the ap- 
pearance of the cholera in a district the inhabitenre 
are troubled more than usually by diarrh@as and 
other com esd iy trifling under ordinary gircum- 
stances, bu’ which, in the presence of the e pidemic, 
wre Spy?) if neglected, to degenerate into rear cholera 

‘Tt is well known, from the experience obtained in 
1830 and 1831, that the cholera is in itgelf generally 
not contagious, but that it may become go, like some 
other diseases, if many sick are kept crowded together, 

“The cholera has been found to be most destructive 
in villages situated on low and marshy grounds, or 
near bogs and stagnant pools, and partion rly where 
the inhabitants are ponines within narrow space and 
live unmindful of cleanliness. 

Hi It has been further observed that those dejected in 
spirits and easily alarmed are more subject to cholera 
than those who live in confidence and are of good 
courage, 

The preceding remarks having been made, the 
following are the precautions recommended for ob- 

Tvance against cholera :— 
meet heware of catching cold, and particularly to 
protect the stomach from cold, for which purpose to 
wear a broad belt of cloth or stout flannel upon the 
skin around the waist, not to lie upon the bare ground, 
nor to sleep at night in the open air, After sleep or 
hard labour, when in perspiration, to drink no water 
or other beverage cold; to drink no acid beverage, 
and never much at a draught; to beware of all things 
of intoxication; to use light food, and moderately ; to 
eat no bread insufficiently baked, no crude vegetables, 
no unripe fruits, nor meat or fish not perfectly fresh, 
and to abstain from salted meats and pickled fish that 
provoke thirst; to keep the person and the dwelling 


clean, and to allow of no sinks close to the house; te < 


admit no poultry or animals within the house, and to 
cep it airy by ventilation. Where there are ’sick let 
Not the place be crowded. 

“ Notwithstanding the best precautions, the cholera 
may at times break out. The following are its symp- 


toms, and the treatment to be pursued with per- 
severance and confidence :—‘ A person in good health 
may be suddenly attacked by cholera; at first sick- 
ness, the eyesight dimmed, then a shiver and 
rumbling in the bowels, vomiting and purging, with 
acute pains below the breast, under the ribs, and on 
the left side, attended. by quenchless thirst. If the 
patient be not quickly suceoured, cramps ensue in the 

egs and arms, which become of icy coldness, extreme 
weakness comes on, and a deadly paleness, the whole 
body becomes cold, then a hiccough, and other signs 
of Approaching death. : 

‘* On the appearance of the first symptoms let medi- 
cal aid be immediately called, but, if that cannot be 
obtained, the treatment necessary is as follows:— ~ 

“1. Let the patient be warmly coyered. 

<2, Let his whole body be well rubbed with warm 
Vinegar or brandy; likewise his hands and feet and 
ee of the stomach with clean tar, or, if none can be 

d, cwrith strong brandy, 

3. Let the patient take, in frequent and small 
quantities, awarm and light infusion of mint, or of 
the essence of mint, one or two drops ata time, with 
sugar, 

“4, If there be no abatement of 
a blister of mustard should be applie 
Stomach. 

‘6. If all the same symptoms still continue, and 
the patient be of a strong constitution, then apply 
5 leeches to the same place, twelve to twenty for an 
adult, and for children six to ten; but if a weak con- 
stitution let no leeches be used without the advice of a 
physician, 

‘6. A warm bath, if ready and near, may be used 
with benefit, otherwise a vapour bath may be prepared 
at home thus:—Heat some stones or bricks, and over 
them place a bedstead with a netted bottom, upon 
which let the patient be stretched, well covered; then 
throw the vinegar upon the hot stones, whence Steam 
will arise conducive to perspiration, aided by the fric- 
tions, which must not be discontinued, For want of 
this vapour bath place around and in contact with the 
patient bags of heated sand or ashes. 

** Observations.—During the present epidemic no 
applications have been found so efficacious as strong 
frictions, either with the naked hand, with a cloth, or 
with a brush, using clean tar or some other irritant, 
The essence of peppermint may be used more freely 
than heretofore prescribed. 

‘Great care must be observed during convalescence, 
for the cholera is but often followed by typhus fever.” 
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THE CuoLera.—The Government have very 
wisely determined to take early precautions to preven 
the cholera from spreading to our shores, in the event 
of any eases occurring in ships afloat. 


Tue Approach or Cuo.era.—The regis- 
trar-general’s return for the week ending last Saturday 
states that 19 deaths had occurred from ‘“ English 
cholera” during the seven days, Diarrhoea had de- 
stroyed 110 lives during the same period, the average 
being 66,

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PEEL CASTLE. 

The British dominions abound with spots cele- 
brated either for historic interest or romantic legends ; 
and it is our intention to present to the readers of the 
Lapy’s Newsparen views of many of these places, 
and an account of the peculiar cireumstances which 
render them objects of attraction. Peel Castle, with 
which we begin, is built upon a small rocky island, 
about a hundred yards from the town of Peel, in the 
Isle of Man. At high water it is entirely surrounded 
by the sea, and the channel which divides it from the 
mainland js yery deep; but, when the tide is gut, the 
only separation isythe little rivulet which flows from 
the Kirk-Jarmyn hills, and then the water reaches 
little above the ankles. The entrance to the castle is 
on the south side, where a fight of steps, now nearly 
demolished, though strongly cramped with iron, 
came over the rocks to the water’s edge, Here stoad 
the strong tower and guardhouse, which was a large 
vaulted room. ‘Within the walls was & space of about 
two acres, In which were two churches: the most
